THE ANGORA CLUB

The Angora Club was organized on July 4, 
1920. The charter members who effected the 
organization of the club very fittingly chose 
the summit of Saddle Mountain as the site of 
the ceremony. Today, very few of the original 
members are still active in club affairs but 
Saddle Mountain remains the Angora shrine. 
The principles and ideals set forth by the 
organizers still provide the inspiration for 
club activities. Minor changes haye been made 
to cope with changing conditions, both social 
and economic, but the fundamental aims of 
the organization remain intact. 

The Angora Club is organized for the pur- 
pose of fostering nature study, preserving and 
making accessible the many scenic places, 
and training its members to be real hikers. 

Persons of the age of 18 and over, inter- 
ested in the out-of-doors are cordially in- 
vited to attend the hikes and meetings of the 
Club. 


MEMBERSHIP QUALIFICATIONS 


Applicant must have climbed Saddle Moun- 
tain and made at least two major trips of 
the Club. Election to membership is by ballot 
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of the Club. Dues are $2.00 per year. 

The Angora Club welcomes the public to its 
outings and will be glad to admit to its mem- 
bership those who are sufficiently interested 
to qualify.

LEADER’S AND CLIMBERS CODE 


A Leader Should: 
1. Know where he is going and how to get 


there. 
2. Take proper equipment for party such as 


rope, first aid kit, maps, compass, etc. 


3. Know the personnel and ability of his 
party. 
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4. See that climbers are properly equipped 
for the trip. 

5. Start early enough so as to complete trip 
by daylight. 

6. Appoint a rear guard for entire trip. 


7. Set space suited for trip, conditions, and 
personnel, 


8. Keep watch of progress of party and in- 
dividuals, and check same frequently. 


9. Not hesitate to turn back if weather or 
other conditions are unfavorable. 


10. Be prepared, and know how, to over- 
come unexpected difficulties. 


11. Instruct in special climbing technique. 


12. Point out landmarks and keep party in- 
formed as to where they are. 


13. Not relax vigilance at any time during 
trip. 


A Climber Should: 


1. Obey the leader. 


2. Know the kind of trip and his ability to 
make trip. 


3. Properly equip himself. 
4. Be physically and mentally fit. 


5. Stay behind leader and in front of rear 
guard. 


6. Not relax vigilance at any time during 
trip. 
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7. Carry a reliable light, matches, extra 
clothing and food. 

8. Familiarize himself with trip both before 
and during trip. 

9. Not take needless risks. 

10. At all times endeavor to improve his 
climbing technique. 
A Rear Guard Should: 

1. See that no one leaves party. 

2. Watch progress of climbers. 
Remember: 

1. We climb for pleasure. 

2. The success of trip depends upon the co- 
operation of each individual.
